The inventions set forth in claims 1-8 involve an 
inventive step relative to the documents cited in the 
international search report- These docxments do not 
indicate that p68 RNA helicase binds with the AF-1 region 
of PPARY, or that p68 RNA helicase is associated with 
insulin resistance; and a person skilled in the art could 
not easily deduce the use of screening of substances which 
act on this binding^ or screening of substance which 
promote PPARy transcription activity, in order to identify 
substances which improve insulin resistance. 
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
